“church giving. The question. often asked is ‘‘Why?” | 


What is happening that causes churches to keep larger 
percentages for themselves, and send,less to mission 
causes? 

' We are sure that we do not know all of the reasons. 
One of them, however, is found in the following article

ern Baptist FOREIGN MISSIONS BULLETIN: 


RELATION OF CHURCH INDEBTEDNESS TO 
TOTAL GIFTS AND NATIONAL DEBT 

From 1950'to 1960 farm mortgage indebtedness in- 
debts in- 
creased 192.8 per cent, and long term . corporate 
debt showed an incréase of 129.8 per cent. 

During the same decade, however, while the na- 
tional ‘income increased 75 per cent, church indebted- 
negs af Southern Baptists increased 745.8 per cent. 

In 1950 church indebtedness equalled only 26.15 
per cent of total gifts (by Southern Baptists) but in 
1960 equalled 90.72 per cent of total gifts. g 

Interest paid by Southern Baptist churches on 
their indebtedness is approximately $2,000,000 a year— 
—$8.000,000 more than total gifts to foreign missions. 

In 1950 the Southern Baptst churches gave 9.7 per 
cent of their total offerings to world missions through 
the Cooperative Program. In 196Q they give 10.1 per 
cent, — an increase of only 0.4 per cent; though total 
offerings had increased 146.4 per cent. 


* These are rather alarming figures. Certainly we 


. have no objection to Southern Baptist churches erect- 


ing buildings they sorely need. We wonder if God is 
pleased if they do it at the expense| of missions. These 
figures strongly hint that they may be doing just that.

“WORSHIP BUT NO WORK” . 

QUESTION: My husband and 
I became members of a church 
about three years ago. He will 
not take part in anything ex- 
cept the worship sérvice and 
does not. want me to. My fath- 
‘tees cr is a minis- 
ter and I know 
the need for 
Christian wor- 
kers. I do not 
feel that I am 
doing my part 
if I attend the 
worship servi- 
ces only. But 
lie says he will 
not go to-church at all if I take 
‘part in anything except the 
worship services. What should 
I do? 

ANSWER: It sounds to me as 
if you and your husband have 
more than the problem of 
church attendance. , 

There seems to be a contest 
of wills over how many servi- 
| ces to attend. Naturally there 
| would be some ~ differences 
about church’ attendance, like 
differences about food likes 
and dislikes, and recreational 
interests. But what is this stuff 
about ‘‘he will not go to church 
at all if I take part ih anything 
except the worship, services”? 
You are headed for aholy dead- 
lock instead of a holy wedlock. 
Marriages require compromis- 
es, finding a meeting ground 
for working together on pro- 
jects. . 

Too, maybe this is a matter 
of Christian growth. Churches 
in a modern age cannot sur- 
vive on a sitting - -and - listen- 
ing program. It takes teaching 
and training and organization 
for work. Your husband should 
know that. 

Neither of you should domi- 
nate the other. Talk the whole 
thing out and see if you can- 
not find a mature approach to 
this problem. Christ needs both 
of you. You were saved to 
serve, not just to sit. Two hours 
a week is not enough. 9
